An audit just completed showed 
that the State paid 87 cents per 
patient during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1947. This was 14 
cents per day more than it spent 
in the 1946 fiscal year, and 22 
cents per day more than it spent 
two years ago. 

Continuing a building program 
to provide modern facilities for the 
patients, the State spent $694,231 
on new buildings and $75,882 on 
new equipment during the year. 
In the previous year, it spent $251.- 
962 for ‘new buildings, and two 

ago it spent nothing for new 
ilidings. The per ‘capita cost of 
caring for the patients did not in- 
clude the outlay for new buildings. 

With these improvements and 
the rising cost of living, the op- 
erating expenses at the big mental 
hospital—which houses 8,895 pa- 
tients and employs 1,008 persons 
~—rose from $2,569,599 in 1946 to 
$3,599,910 in 1947. These figures 
were released by State Auditor B. 
E. Thrasher.

A large model of the ram-jet 
helicopter, it said, might be able 
to carry heavy loads for short 
distances and to operate in the 
Arctic without the necessity of a 
warming-up period. 

The helicépter’s power plant— 
two McDonnell developed ram-jet 
units weighing only 10 pounds 
each——are attached to the tips of 
each rotor blade. This eliminates 
torque, heavyengine parts, trans 
mission gears, and the usual com 
plicated “swashplate” system of 
controls found in conventional 
helicopters. 

Propane fuel has been used in 
the ram-jets up to now, but Me 
Donnell said it would soon install 
recently developed gasoline burn- 
ing jets that will eliminate the 
necessity of carrying special fuels 
into isolated areas.

THE LAND—IS IT WORTH IT? 

Refore you bother t. look at 
the house, there are many things 
which you should check to see 
whether you can afford to be in 
terested. 


First, is the neighborhood new 
@nd expanding, or is it an old sec- 
tion in which values are sure to 
go down? You don't want to build 
or buy in a declining neighbor- 
hood, because the poor condition 
of other houses can force down 
the market value of your house. 

Are there zoning restrictions to 

event stores and factories from 

ullding near you, and to prevent 
undesirable use of neighboring 
land? Even a large apartment 
building can cause noise and un. 


pleasant surroundings, so be sure 
that there are strong zoning pra 
visions to protect you by assuring 
single-family development only in 
your neighborhood. 


And speaking of the neighbor- 


hood, be sure that excessive noise, 
smoke and odors from factories, 
railroads, and so on, do not float 
in your direction, to make life con- 
tinually unpleasant for you, and 
that there are no nearby stagnant 
ponds or marshes to breed mos- 
quitoes and unhealthy germs. 
How about deed restrictions? 
Will the deed to the land require 
that your house must cost an 
amount far above what you can 
afford, or larger than you want?

“Then, after OPA went out, 
the prices of all lumber soared, 
To meet that condition, I sug 
gested that the Armed Services 
make a survey of the lumber on 
the military reservations and then 
have it cut and wprocessed for 
their own use.”

Kelly Green 
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A Way To Beat Inflation? 


When President Truman called the spe- 
cial session of Congress, which convenes 
tomorrow, he pointed to two problems de- 
manding immediate attention of the na- 
tion’s lawmakers. The first, he said, was 
means of checking inflation, and the 
second was emergency aid to Europe. 

The President since has reversed the 
order of urgency and now, quite properly, 
we think, wants interim European aid 
given top priority. 

That does not mean the rising cost of 
living is any less 2 menace now than a 
month ago. In fact, Congressmen already 
are a serious consideration to possible 
legislation designed to halt skyrocketing 
prices. 

Among the more enlightened sugges- 
tions are those of two subcommittees of 
a joint Senate-House groyp. The report 
of these committees, which is more or 
less tentative pending the recommenda- 
tions of the third and final subcommittee 
scheduled late this week, recognizes that 
the basic cause of high prices is insuf- 
ficient production to meet the demand. 

The recommendations take the form of 
a‘three-point program calling for (1) vol- 
untary rationing of food, but with a con- 
trol law if that system fails, (2) a longer 
work week to increase production and 
(3) reduced taxes’ for the lower income 


groups. 


The second recommendation, asking a 
longer work week, is that likely to pro- 
voke the greatest argument. 


It will be recalled that one of the na- 
tion’s outstanding elder statesmen, and 
economist extraordinary, Barney Baruch, 
called for a longer work week in a speech 
in his native South Carolina about a year 
ago. Mr. Baruch at the time pointed out 


that our wartime production record was 


not obtained on a 40-hour week. The 
United States, he said, is unable to supply 
enough peacetime goods to meet the de- 
mand within the country plus the world 
demand which since the war has centered 
upon this nation’s industry. 


Mr. Baruch, as well as the Congres- 
¢ional Subcommittees, recognize that any 
stretching of the work week would be tem- 
porary, until. the present emergency is 
passed, 

While there is nothing to prevent work- 
ers from being on the job now longer than 
40 hours, they must be paid overtime, and 
it is easy to see that overtime pay adds 
to the ‘cost of goods produced, and, there- 
fore, to the inflationary tendency. 

The Constitution, too, would insist that 
a longer work week be only an emergency 
measure, but we believe the idea has merit 
and might well be considered along with 
the other suggestions.

Not only is there a greater demand than 
ever for the services of such technical per- 
sonnel, thus resulting in their being of- 
fered better paying jobs elsewhere, but 
also, because of the recurring political up- 
heavals which make for a constant sense 
of insecurity, there is little incentive for 
competent engineers to remain in the 
State’s employ. 


Thus it is that surveys and blue prints 
have become the bottle-neck in Georgia's 
highway construction program. Funds 
have been allocated and U. S. money is 
available for matching on fFederal-aid 
projects. But because of an inadequate 
staff of engineers, plans are not ready 
from which contracts can be let. 


To meet this situation, Highway Direc- 
tor John Beasley has. announced his in-

all demands. It can be duplicated, accord-

Muscadine grapes are already grown 
throughout the State. If an assured mar- 
ket can be provided, considerable acreage 
will doubtless be turned to their produc- 
tion. We hope Georgians will not wait 
on outside capital to come in, do the job 
and reap the dividends.

Our only concern is that the engineer- 
ing contracts be let on a completely com- 
petitive basis, as Mr. Beasley assures us 
will be the case.: By careful watching, 
he should be able to determine if the costs 
are inordinate, in which case the practice 
can—and must—be terminated immedi- 
ately.

It is called “A Georgia Breakfast,” and all those who are close 
enough to Mr. Gladstone Williams, the well-known newspaperman 
and entrepreneur, whose column appears in The Constitution, know 
the breakfast. 

Mr. Williams is an old-fashioned man who believes that this coun- 
try was built by men who ate ‘breakfast. 

He deplores the modern breakfast of an eye-dropper of orange 
juice, a watery, poached egg, a sliver of bacon and a piece of melba 
toast. It is this breakfast, he believes, which is corrupting the podli- 
tics of the nation; which causes juvenile delinquency and is at 
the root of the failure of the United Nations. 

Indeed, Mr. Williams views as so much hypocrisy the talk by 
many of our speakers about going back to the virtues of our fore 
bears. The only virtues they had, Mr. Williams thinks, which the 
present generation does not possess, was that they ate breakfast. 


They could never have cleared the forest, fought the Indians 


and built a nation on an ounce of orange juice, one egg and toast. 


After a breakfast such as our pioneer families ate, and such as 
the great builders of the ‘80s and ‘90s served, the men could, and 
did, go out and build a country.

Mr. Williams, a native of Dublin, Ga., has been in Washington 25 
years, but he has never forgot his raising, so to speak. 

I-can give you the ingredients of the Georgia Breakfast, as com- 
posed and copyrighted by Mr. Williams. 

First, there is an extra-large highball glass filled with fruit juice, 
This is enough to pacify the innards and to make them aware ‘that 
breakfast is on the way. 

There then is served a cup of coffee. Coffee is the servant of 
man, and Mr. Williams sees no sense in having a pigmy for a servant, 
Hence, heeserves coffee in specially procured chink cups which 
hold a good, generous pint. The coffee is, of course, served black 
and cream is not.allowed, as persons who put cream in coffee might 
as well drink herb tea or coffee made from acorns. 

By the time the visitor has got rid of his first pint of coffee, 
the breakfast is coming to the table. 


It consists of *’a generous, not-too-small steak, cut 
an inch and a quarter thick; two fried eggs, grits 
and gravy and French-fried potatoes.

The Secretary of Interior of 
the Philippines is vested with 
the power to cancel from any 
program such parts as, in his | 
opinion, are “neither moral, 
educational nor entertaining, 
and are prejudicial to the pub- 
lic interest.” Any licensee ar 
owner of a broadcasting station, 
the Act concludes, “who will 
broadcast any program or parts 
thereof not duly approved... | 
may forfeit his license.”

Thus Federal income tax laws dis

Playing the organ there, for the 
guests of her husband, Ralph Bel- 
lamy, star of the Broadway theatrical 
hit, “The State of the Union,” 
she made strange South American 
rhythms boom and flicker through 
the room, and the guests—their chat- 
ter abruptly ceasing—-sat spellbound. 

She did not mean to do this. She

finished she was a 
the applause.

to. When she

turns out that perhaps she should 
not have played at all. 

Playing that way, she made her 
husband angry, she believes. At- 
tention wavered from him to her, and 
when the party~was over the ensu- 
ing domestic scene was so distressing 
that today it becomes one of the 
notable points in her complaint 
against him in an action for separa- 
tion. 

After the guests departed that 
night, she says in the action, he 
turned on her in fury. .

tion. “I had stolen the show, he said, 
by display of my abiilty in playing 
the organ.” 

Lanky, beak-nosed Bellamy, who 
has been in 86 movies and had 400 
stage roles, could not bear to stand 
aside even on this one night, it ap- 
pears from the complaint, and Ethel! 
Smith Bellamy—-a spectacular per- 
former herself-—-had to hear him 
speak words like kKnife-blades. 

No one threw anything. ‘They are 
not that kind of people. A word can 
cut Ethel Smith, or her husband, 
their friends Say, as easily as a knife. 

When she married him in August, 
1945, in New York’s Westchester 
County, she gave up most of her pro- 
fessional work, which was then mak 
ing her internationally known as a 
peculiar genius of the organ. 

Self-effacing, she stopped 
Ethel Smith (hailed from Rio de 
Janeiro to Broadway) and became 
housekeeping Mrs. Bellamy, of W. 
vith Street, New York. 

Bellamy, back from Hollywood, 
was holding a high point of his career 
in New York. a 

Every night, tall and dynamic and 
serious, he ran for president in the 
prize play on Broadway, and Ethel 
Smith loving him ‘reatly (she says 
in her action) tried to make their 
marriage work. 

He had been married twice before, 
and had been divorced. She had 
waited until her 30s before marrying. 
They had met in Hollywood and had 
been married in 1945. 

Then, according to her complaint, 
this happened:

“Since our marriage and down to 
his abandonment in September, 1946, 
my husband has been under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquors almost 
every night.” 

When he came home, she says, he 
would lock himse!f in his room, and 
oblige her to deliver telephone 
messages through the door. 

Last summer, she says, when the 
prize play was packing audiences in, 
he suddenly decided to pack his be- 
longings and leave home. 

“IT asked him why he was packing 
and where he was going. He refused 
to answer. I begged him not to leave. 
I pleaded with him that no matter 
what problems we had there was 
nothing we could not adjust between 
us if we were sincere about trving to 
solve them. I was desperately in 
love with him.” 

“He did not 
tinued. to pack.” 

When he did speak, he finally said, 
his wife declares: ‘““This one isn't go- 
ing to cost me anything.” (He was dl- 
vorced by Alice Bellamy, an actress, 
in 1931, and by Catherine Willard 
Bellamy, an actress, in 1945.) 

After that he went away, 
remains to be seen whether or not 
this separation will cost him any- 
thing. Ethel Smith formally demands 
one-third of his income, which before 
taxes, she says, has been running 
around $2,400 a week. 

To all of this—-the charges and the 
protestations of action-—.Bellamy, in 
his answer to her. complaint, now 
succinctly says: “Nonsense!”

She was always wanting him to 
hurry home from the theatre, he says. 
He had a curfew. 

“The curtain of the last act is at 
11:30 p. m. My wife insisted that I 
be home at 11:45 p. m., and threat- 
ened to lock me out if I was not home 
at that time.” 

By July, 1946, their home life was 
so harrowing, Bellamy says, that a 
time came when Ethel Smith did not 
speak to him for a week, and broke 
her silence only to say she did not 
love him any more and wanted a 
divorce. He had to take a sedative be- 
fore he ran for president that night. 

In her complaint Miss Smith lists 
Bellamy’s assets at $73,499.75 and 
adds that the mental agony he has 
caused her has interfered with her 
own earning power. | 

Bellamy says that 
penses accounted for, he will be in 
the red at the end of the year, and 
adds that his wife’s assets exceed his 
own. 

Meanwhile, she lives on in the 
West Side house, with the organ, in 
New York, and he lives in an East 
Side hotel,. and she can stay away 
from him by merely never going to 
see the prize play. But he can not 
stay, in a sense, away from her. 

He can never be sure that some- 
where, on a phonograph or in a radio 
recording, he will not hear her play- 
ing her famous “Tico Tico,” as she 
played it in their drawing room on 
the right when, she implies, his 
words reached her like Knives.

The next day, bowed down by re- 
morse, Vincent made a rash promise. 

“Dad,” he said, “I realize you are 
right and I am wrong. I am going 
to make you a pledge that I won't 


* take another drink for five years.” 


That was the beginning of a se- 
ries of futile five-year plans that 
haunted his wavering footsteps for 
almost two decades. 

The old ambassador, overcome 
with premature rejoicing, called 
another family reunion and instead 
of killing the fatted calf put the axe 
to the necks of haif a dezen turkeys. 

Did the prodigal son show up at 
this party? No. He had already 
fallen off the wagon with a bang. 

Se far as the records go he made 
little or no effort to climb back on, 
until at the age of 39 he learned that 
his father’s will made doing so -a 
paying proposition. 

First he turned to the Army where 
he managed not to get into any 


scrapes until the night of the Armis- 
tice ce‘ebration when his inert form 
in the St. Louis 


was.picked up 
streets. 

So he had to start over. Once 
again he put his faith in Army life 
and went to Russia in an expedi- 
tionary force sent to oppose the new 
Communist regime. 

After four years with no record 
against him Vincent came home and 
indulged in just one bracer; follow. 
ing this up with a threat to shoot 
an acquaintance on sight. 

This resulted in a $25 fine for dis- 
orderly conduct-——and, the two million 
dollar inheritance moved another five 


years into the future. 

Considering St. Louis a nemesis 
city, Kerens did most of his next 
stretch in Dallas and appeared before 
the St. Louis Union Trust Company 
in 1928 with the look of a conquering 
hero on his face. 

He had done it at last, he said, 
and produced affidavits from proml- 
nent citizens to prove it. 

The trust company announced 
that it was satisfied and filed suit in 
circuit court for an_order authorizing 
it to turn the money over to Vincent. 

“What about divorcing the wife 
you'd been married to for nearly 25 
years? Was that good behavior?” 

A judge ruled that it wasn’t bad 
enough to disqualify Kerens. 

The sisters countered: 

“What about the woman in the 
Los Angeles hotel where you were 
arresite and the false affidavits you 
made about her later?” 

This woman, the former Mrs. Mae 
Linn, was by then Mrs. Vireent 
Kerens and the judge ru'ed that a 
little fa'sification on her behalf was 
seemly behavior.

It took a Court of Appeals to re- 
verse that decision, but the sisters, 
never reluctant about seeing that the 
provisions of their father’s will were 
carried out, were not slow to appeal. 

On Feb. 12, 1933, Vincent made his 
last application to the tr@st company 
for the inheritance he again claimed 
he had won by abstaining for five 
years. Some of that time he had 
practically hibernated in the Wiscon- 
sin woods far away from. temptation 
and snoopers,-and as a result his 
second wife divorced him. 

Vincent’s new. application never 
was taken to court and in 1935, worn 
out with pursuit of his elusive gold, 
59-year-old Vincent Kerens signed a 
truce with his exacting sisters. 

According to that agreement his 
debts of approximately $100.000 were 
paid and he would receive $20,000 a 
year for the rest of his life. 

That is how the matter stood for 
the aging Mr. Kerens when the re 
cent order was issued to distribute 
his poo. of gold.

ORACE AUSTIN WARNER TABOR climbed 
a out of Colorado Gulch with another tin can 

full of gold dust to be hidden in his cabin, 
and paused to watch his prim wife Augusta taking 
baby Maxcy’s laundry off the line. 

Suddenly Haw—he liked his initials to be 
sounded like a teamster’s command—-slapped his 
thigh and shouted: 

“Augusta, I declare you’re worth your weight 

;in gold!” 

Augusta started and blushed at the compliment 
and then became aware of the bumps and bulges 
that were visible even under her modestly full

no faith in banks or in the honesty of their 
tentmates. Augusta permitted herself a smile; she 
was truly worth her weight in gold. 
Twenty’ years later and not far from “the. site 
of the same cabin, Haw Tabor leaned over his 
champagne glass and gazed into the limpid -.blue 
eyes of another woman. He said: 
rT “Baby Doe, you are worth your weight in

Weight in Silver. And I've Got weight in silver. And I’ve got more of that than 
More of That Than Any Other any other a in the state of Colorado. And I 
. aim to spend it on you.

Baby Doe, Haw Tabor wrote his own chapter in 

the mining history of the United States and the 


November 16, 1947, 
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political history of Colorado. 

He wrote it boldly in huge letters of. silver. 
on a background of gold-—and lived to see the 
handwriting become dusty and blurred with the 
passage of time and the coming of poverty. 

The Tabor saga started in 1854 when Haw, a 
stonecutter of Holland, Vermont, gave up drinking 
to ‘marry sedately pretty “Augusta Pierce 0! 
Augusta, Maine, and took his bride to Kansas 
Territory. 

The Tabors “squatted” on 160 acres of land. 
Just about the time Augusta became reconciled 
to life on the plains, somebody found gold in 
Westérn Kansas, later to become: Colorado, and 
the Tabors joined the migration. 

Haw staked out a claim on the site of Idaho 
Springs and returned in the spring to find some. 
body had jumped his claim. The Tabor family, 
now three with the advent of baby Maxcy, retired 
to the sprawling settlement of Denver, where the 
resourceful Augusta operated a boarding house. 

They moved again in 1860 when a new gold 
strike was reported in Colorade Gulch in the 
Arkansas Valley. Augusta was. the only woman 
in the new camp and the miners elected her 
custodian of their gold, while.Haw managed to 
wash out $15,000 worth of gold in 1860-1861. 


UGUSTA was content to remain in The Gulch, 

even with its new name of Oro City, but Haw 
heard a disturbing report about a‘ bonanza over 
in the Mosquito Range.” 

“They're. digging -gold over there with pitch- 
forks,” somebody said, and that was enough for 
the Tabors. They spent six years in the village 
of Buckskin Joe where Haw launched his political 
career by being appointed postmaster, and then 
returned to Oro City, older but no richer. 

The return to Oro City and the decision to stay 
there formed the turning point in the fantastic 
career of Haw Tabor. 

For. one thing, Oro City hadn't lived up to its 
name, which meant, broadly, City of Gold. With 
the discovery of silver-bearing lead carbonates in 
—— Gulch it had become a booming city of 

iver. 

George Fryer had wandered up Stray Horse 
Gulch and staked out the phenomenally rich New 
Discovery mine just before Haw Tabor was 
elected treasurer of Lake County and mayor of 
the town. He was also the leading storekeeper, 
with Augusta helping. 

At the town meeting, Tabor made his first 
official speech. 

“We need a new name for this glorious city,” 
he declaimed. “And I'm for calling it Leadville. 
Seems like there’s plenty of lead flying around 
here—-or ought to be.” 

Mayor Tabor built the first brick building in 
Leadville—.and paid for it a thousand times over 
with $64.75 worth of groceries and whiskey, retail 
value. 

Tabor met August Rische and Theodore Hook,

shoemaker and iron puddler, over the pickel 
barrel in his store. The year was 1878. They 
were going prospecting and they needed supplies 
but—-well, it was the old familiar story. They 
didn’t have any money. 

Haw Tabor stroked his flowing moustaches 
and smiled. 

“T'll grubstake you,” he said. ‘We'll be 
partners, equal. Take your stuff—it adds up to 
$64.75—and we'll sign the agreement.” 

Rische and Hook took “their stuff” and trudged 
up Fryer Hill. On May 1, 1838, they discovered 
and christened The Little Pittsburgh. In August 
it was yielding $20,000 worth of ore-every week, 
a third of which went to Tabor, still behind the 
counter in his store. 

The yield, and the future, frightened Hook. 

He sold his share to Rische and Tabor for 
$98,000, bought a farm and quit prospecting. 
Rische weakened a few months later. He sold 
his half-interest for $262,000 to Tabor and David 
H. Moffatt, who parlayed a stationery store in 
Denver into a railroad and the Moffatt Tunnel. 

Rische died in Denver, practically penniless, 
after spending some of his fortune in the saloon 
~business, as customer and owner. 


AW TABOR took time out to build another 
monument in his name, Tabor’s Opera House, 


Leadville’s most pretentious structure. The pro- 
ject helped earn him the title “Santa Claus of the 
Rockies,” and it brought him luck in his mining 
speculations. 

“He don’t have to touch something to turn it to 
silver,” one citizen sighed. “He just has to look 
at it.” 

Typical was his meeting with a character 
known as Chicken Bill, who offered him his claim 
for $1,000. Tabor saw evidence of silver in the 
shallow shaft, and bought it. The men he hired 
to do the digging reported the mine had been 
salted. 

“Dig deeper, boys, ”" Tabor encouraged. “My 
luck can’t miss.”

A few months later, repentant Chicken Bill 
sidied up to Tabor and confessed he had salted 
the mine. 

“It’s all right, Bill,” Tabor grinned. “I just 
sold my share for $700,000. Have a drink.” 

He paid $117,000 for the Matchless--a name to 
be remembered—and it promptly started pouring 
$80,000 into his lap every month. Deals with 
Marshall Field, in Colorado and Chicago, netted 
him $2,000,000. 

Haw Tabor was worth some $10,000,000 and 
his home life was anything but happy when he 
met Baby Doe. 

That was when life, as he wanted to live it, 
began at 50 for Haw Tabor. 

Elizabeth McCourt was wearing her golden 
hair in pigtails in Oshkosh, Wisconsin, when Haw 
and Augusta Tabor were making their first stake 
in Colorado Gulch. Her father was a well to do 
tailor and Mayor William H. Doe was one of his 
customers. That’s how Elizabeth, in her teens, 
came to meet the mayor’s son, Harvey. 

After their marriage, the young couple fol-

lowed the Tabor trail west but settled in Central 
City, Colorado, instead of Haw Tabor’s Leadville. 
Harvey failed as a miner and prospector, and 


_ Elizabeth failed as a pioneer wife. Too many 


masculine eyes were on her pretty face and figure; 
too many whispered compliments reached her pink 
shelled ears. And when they started calling her, 
admiringly, “Baby Doe,” the truth came home to 
her—she was wasting her youth and her beauty 
in the mining town. 

She was worthy of a big man, a great man, 
and in Colorado City that meant Haw Tabor; 
especially since it was common knowledge he 
wasn't getting along any too well with his strait- 
laced wife. Baby Doe packed up and went to 
Leadville—to stay. 

A few hours after her arrival she was sipping 
wine at Tabor’s table in the Clarendon Hotel, and 
their eyes seaféd a compact that was to last their 
lifetime. 

For years, Haw and Augusta had been drawing 
farther apart, and now, Haw decided, was the time 
to make the break definite. He wanted Baby Doe 
to be his wife—a precious jewel to be proudly 
displayed. 

The break had to be made skillfully and with- 
out scandal, because Tabor was now Lieutenant 
Governor of Colorado and a career that might 
lead even to Washington was at stake. 

Haw Tabor made the break in 1882. As he 
said good-by to Augusta and left her in her $40,000 
mansion, she cried out: 

“Oh, Pappy, don’t leave me! 
be your ruin!” 

It was a pathetic and prophetic farewell from 
the woman whose Spartan-like efforts had helped 
him climb from stonecutter to multimillionaire. 

Tabor was too busy to dwell upon the scene. 
Baby Doe’s divorce from husband Harvey was 
obtained quietly in a remote county of Colorado. 

Haw had more trouble with his. At first, 
Augusta demanded half of his fortune but she 
finally settled for $250,000 cash and the mansion 
and went to Pasadena, California, to live.

She died there in 1895. 

Haw and Baby Doe got married Awice, for 
good measure. The first’céeremony, performed by 
a St. Louis justice of the peace, was kept secret, 
but the second, in Washington, D. C., was well 
publicized and was the climax of long planning. 

Shortly *after Haw met Baby Doe he decided 
he would claim her as his wife in the presence of 
the President of the United States! At the time, 
he was confident he would some day be. U?7'S. 
Senator. He got his wish, through contributions 
and political contacts. 

On Jan. 27, 1883, he was appointed to serve 30 
days as an interim senator. Haw hired a private 
tyain for the trip to the nation’s capital, took over 
10 rooms in the Willard Hotel and sent two men 
to Italy to buy, for Baby Doe, the Jewels Queen 
Isabella supposedly had pawned to finance Colum- 


™ bus on his voyage of discovery. 


To these “crown jewels”. he added a $90,000 
diamond neeklace and married Baby Doe March 2, 
1883. And, sure enough, President Arthur was 
there and. paid his compliments to the bride. 

For 10 years the Tabors continued to ride ‘the 
crest. Their two daughters, Elizabeth Peart and 
Silver Dollar, were treated like i ee nai 


HEY had gold and sitvek “pins ‘to bi their 

baby clothes in place. Sliver* Deliar rp 
her name when William. Jennings Bryany 
champion of silver, heard. her “laugh and. said she 
“sounded like the ring of#a silyer dollar.” 

In the fateful year of 1893, the‘silver market 
collapsed and Tabor the multimillionaire became 
Tabor, the mortgagor. His stock cory ce were 
worthless; so were the mines he h ught’ fh 
Mexico and the huge tracts he had rs . 
Central America. 

Tabor sold his opera houses in Leaanes 
Denver, his Denver mansion, his 
horses. Broke at 63, Tabor rolled up +. ‘staavas 
and went prospecting again, but found n nothing. 

What happened to Baby Doe, once the’ pam- 
pered darling of Denver? 

She fooled her enemies, including practically 
all of Denver society, by cheerfully selling her 
jewels to help Haw pay his’debts. She kept : 
and took care of her two children, always certain 
her Great Man would make a comeback. 

He did, after a fashion. President McKinley, 
urged by influential Colorado capitalists, made 
him postmaster of Denver in 1898. The postoffice 
was on a $60,000 piece of land Tabor had pre- 
sented to the government. The salary was $3,500 
a year, an amount Tabor had spent in a casual 
trip from Denver to Leadville. 

Baby Doe thought he was wonderful, as moun 
and busied herself making plans for the future. 
She and Haw had nightly huddles over the oil- 
cloth on tHe table in the dimly lit kitchen. She 


‘prepard a budget so that they would have money 


to develop The Matchless. 
She fixed his noon-day lunches. The man who 
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had spent a hundred dollars entertaining his 
friends with caviar and champagne during the 
day munched onion sandwiches in his postmas- 
ter’s office at 12:30 p.m. every day. 

Haw Tabor worked hard at his job; possibly 
too hard for a man his age. One sunny day in 
April, 1899, he paused in his noon hour stroll to 
contemplate the oil painting of himself in the 
lobby of the Tabor Grand Opera House. 

It had supplanted a likeness of Shakespeare 
because, Tabor insisted, “Shakespeare never did 
anything for Denver, or Colorado.” 

He collapsed in front of the theatre. 

He died April 10, 1889, of peritonitis. 
Baby Doe’s hand and whispered: 

“Hold onto, the Matchless, darling. 
come back.”

ABY DOE did hold on to the one claim left 

Tabor by his creditors. Her daughter, Elizabeth 
Pearl, married and settled down to quiet domesti- 
city in Wisconsin. Silver Dollar, beautiful and 
ambitious, tried her hand at writing, romance and 
dancing-——in the burlesque halls of Chicago, where 
she died in 1925 after burning her still _Shapely 
figure with a pan of boiling water. 

Baby Doe moved to a warped shack near the 
shaft of the Matchless, emerging only to buy sup- 
plies and fight off five efforts of “outsiders” to 
gain possession of the abandoned mines. 

She was still “holding on to the Matchless” 
when neighbors found her on March 7, 1935. Her 
body was frozen. The last notation on the calen- 
dar was Feb. 21—-a scrawl that read: 

“Spirits—_I talked with three.” 

The feet that had once caused diamond buekles 
to twinkle were wrapped in gunnysacks. There 
were two crumpled dollar bills in an old handbag, 
and a key to a trunk that contained the $7,000 
wedding dress a President had‘ admired. : 

At 83, Haw Tabor’s Baby Doe had given up the 
vigil, as had the city he Joved and christened,

HE battle raged furiously. The 
T big guns blazed and:the two 

ships shuddered under the boom- 
ing broadsides. From the rigging on 
Old Ironsides’ mainmast, a young 
marine fired his musket every time 
he saw a British bluejacket through 
the rolling smoke. 

He was still firing when a charge 
of grapeshot splintered his gun butt. 
A comrade patted his shoulder. 

“Never mind, George,” he _ said. 
“You have already won sufficient 
laurels to recommend you to the 
preity girls when you reach port.” 
George grinned as he examined 

damaged weapon. 
Pretty girls, indeed! 
Well, there _ certainly 
wouldn't be any for him 
—for what nobody in 
the whole Marine Corps 
knew then was that 
George was a woman. 


Her name was Lucy 
Brewer, and she came 
from Plymouth County, 
Massachusetts, and 
served with the marines 
through the entire. War 
of 1812. She took part in 
all her ship’s battles. and 
was honorably discharged when hos- 
tilities were ended. 

Lucy kept the secret of her sex 
from everyone till three years after 
the war, when she published an ac- 
count of her gallant masquerade. 

It all started with an unfortunate 
love affair. Lucy left home and 
lived in Boston for three years as 
Louise Baker. In 1812, she borrowed 
a sailor’s suit and set out ” fight for 
her country. 

She,.rambled around soi for a 
day, fearful of her disguise but de- 
lighted, as she later put it, “in being 
able to visit public places where 
females would not have been ad- 
mitted.” She spoke to a young 
woman and gained a measure of con- 
fidence when the girl said, “Yes, sir.” 

Then she entered a house where 
men were enlisting for United States 
frigates in Boston harbor and by an 
“artful stratagem” avoided the physi- 
cal examination all new recruits were 
supposed to undergo. 

“I entered as a marine,” Lucy 
wrote afterwards, “receiving my ad- 
vance money and clothing, and the 
next day I was taken aboard.’”’ 

The lady marine said she was 
encouraged—and learned how to dis- 
guise her femininity—by reading the 
memoirs of Deborah Sampson, who 
fought for three years under Wash. 
ington,’ as Robert Shurtleff. 

On board the 44-gun frigate Con- 
stitution, later famed as Old Iron- 
sides, Lucy learned the ropes. 

“In the use of my arms I made 
great proficiency, which .I soon 
learnt to load and discharge with an 
expertness not surpassed by anyone 
in my corps,” she reported. 

The Constitution sailed in August, 
1812, and on the 19th, the British 
frigate Guerriere was sighted ‘and 
the- decks were cleared for action. 

“I can solemnly declare,” Lucy re- 
called, “that I never felt more com- 
posed. I felt an extreme desire to 
render myself conspicuous.” 

It was in this engagement that 
her gun butt was shattered. 

The battle was soon over. The 
Guerriere, smashed and sinking, was 
captured, set afire and b’own up. 

The Constitution returned to Bos- 
ton for repairs and Lucy met several 
young women she knew. None recog- 
nized her. At that time, she wrote, 
“IT felt no disposition to return to my 
former dress.” 

Old Ironsides was riding the 
waves again in December and, off 
South America, encountered the Brit- 
ish frigate Java and’ its prize, the 
American merchant ship William. The 
Java was quickly put out of action. 

Lucy wrote that she discharged 
ner musket 19 times. 


the 
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almost discovered 
after this engagement. Coming from 
aloft, she. missed her step and fell 
overboard. .She couldn't swim. 

“A boat was sent to my assist- 
ance,” reads Lucy’s account of the 
episode, “but before they could re- 
cover me and get me on board, life 
had become nearly extinct. 

“As soon as they got me on board, 
some of my.shipmates were ordered 
to strip off my clothes and furnish 
me with a dry suit. 

“They had nearly divested me of 
my outer dress when I mustered suf- 
ficient streneth to beg them to desist 
as I felt able to do it myself.”

Lucy’s term of enlistment ended 
Shortly after this encounter, but she 
re-enlisted and made two more cruises 
before the war was won. 

Durimg the second of these cruises 
the Constitution captured the British 
ships Cyane and Levant off the west 
coast of Africa.

As wife and mother, Stella Stagg 
was busy at home. The children 
came: Amos Alonzo Jr.; Paul, now .a 
professor at Pacific University, Forest 
Grove, Ore., and a girl, now Mrs. Ruth 
Lauren of New York. 

The children grew up and sudden- 
ly she realized they were leaving to 
start families of their own. 

Stella ,Stagg felt lost. She felt 
jealous when she looked across the 
study of the Stagg home and saw 
her husband busy diagramming new 
plays. 

It was clear enough that his in- 
terest in football would hold him for 
life. So she began an intensive study 
of “inside” football; the game as a 
science. 

She studied hard and she was a 
well qualified student- of the game 
when, in 1932, the blow fell. 

The University of Chicago an. 
nounced that A. A. Stagg had reached 


his 7Oth birthday; that, therefore, he 
was no longer eligible to remain as a 
member of the faculty. He was wel- 
come to stay in an advisory capacity. 

A. A. Stage declined the “arm 
chair job” and said good-by to the in- 
stitution which he had made famous 
and called home for 40 years. 

Stagg went west, to become head 
coach at the College of the Pacific, 
stockton, Calif. He didn't find any 
ready made football players at the 
little school, but he was used to that. 
Besides, he had an assistant now; 
Stella Stagg had developed into a first 
class “scout.” 

Weighing 100 pounds dressed for 
nippy weather, Mrs. Stagg kept an 
eagle eye on 22 20- pound enemy tackles, 
noting their mistakes and the traits 
of fullbacks and ends. Her advance 
reports helped put Pacific on the 
West Coast football map and the pig 
schools barely beat the little school. 

It was suggested the other day 
that Mrs. Stagg make up a diagram 
and see if she could stump Stagg. 

She was working on the defen- 
sive setup when Stagg came back into 


the room. 


“What are you up to, Stella?” 
She handed him the diagram. 
“Alonzo, I was just figuring out a 
way to stop that new running play 
of yours.

The Grand Old Man looked, 
scratched his snowy mane. 


He put the paper down on the 
coffee table and went over to the 
writing desk.

‘And that would be a 
challenge. I'll keep working as long 
as He dets me—and I hope*that will 
be a long, long time.” 

Stella Stagg cleared her throat: 

“Time for afternoon practice, 
Alonzo,” she announced. 

Then the Staggs, Amos Alonzo 
and Stella, headed down Faculty Row 
and, sure enough, at the first corner 
they halted, heads uplifted. .

As the bewildered children learned 
later, a ffendly settlement, without 
court action, had been made and 
they are to live with their father, 
who has complete custody, but their 
grandfather is welcome to visit them 
whenever ,he wishes.

in large part, Mr. Hero says, to the 
wisdom, and insight into human na- 
ture, of Judge Cortland A, Johnson. 

New York law 4was all on Stephan 
Hero’s side when his father-in-law 
had him summoned into court to show 
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cause why custody of Teresa and 
Tony should not be restored to Iturbi, 
who, by special arrangement with the 
late Maria Hero, Stephan’s estranged 
wife and Iturbi’s daughter, had.held 
such custody*in California from 1943 
until her death in April, 1946. 

On the basis of the New York law 
that a surviving parent has a prior 
claim over anyone else to custody of 
his children, it would have been pos- 
sible to turn the little girls over to 
their father after a prolonged court- 
room procedure where two temporar- 
ily embittered and notably tempera- 
mental musicians—-the father and the 
grandfather——-unleashed their animos- 
ity through a battery of witnesses 
expertly questioned by a number of 
top-notch attorneys. 

That might have been done, and 
the grandfather's affections and ma- 
terial assistance been lost forever, 
had the judge been a heartless stickler 
for nothing but legal’ issues. 

“As a judge I am interested in 
the personal equation,” Justice John- 
son explained as he told of recessing 
the case and inviting litigants and 
lawyers to his chambers where, for a 
whole afternoon, they discussed freely 


what would be best for the little girls. 

There is no excuse, the judge 
points out from his long experience 
in Children’s Court, for letting angry 
acclsations be made public unneces- 
sarily to blight the lives of innocent, 
growing children. 

For better understanding he talked 
with the children alone. 

Already, the case indicated to him, 
two well-meaning adults had let 
Teresa and Tony become pawns in 
temperamental battles and bickering. 

Twice, since the lega! separation 
of Maria and Stephan in 1939, the 
girls have been secretly taken across 
the continent. 

The first time, according to Mr. 
Hero, was on Christmas Day, 1941, 
when Mr. Iturbi who Was ona busi- 
ness trip in New York asked to see 
the girls and took them, under as- 
sumed names, to California. This 
violated the court agreement: stipulat- 
ing that the children were given to 
Maria for custody provided they were 
not taken out of New York. 

The second time was on June 8, 
1947, when Stephan Hero, who had 
been living with his children in the 
Iturbi home since Maria’s death, took

daughters for a walk in 
and boarded a plane for 
LaGuardia Field, taking them from 
the airport to the home of his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Simon Hero, in Forest 
Hills, Long Island. 

“I took them,” Hero said, follow- 
ing the recent settlement of the case, 
“because they were not happy with 
their grandfather and their environ- 
ment was not of the best. 

“They were expected to liveetoo 
much like little adults instead of 
children. They were not permitted to 
have pets, so my parents had Beauty, 
a lovable cocker spaniel, waiting for 
them when we arrived in New York. 

“Now that this thing is settled we 
can plan for the future, and already 
their grandfather, Iturbi, has tele- 
phoned twice since the settlement, 

“Time could have adjusted the 
whole thing, and it should have,” the 
young father exclaimed as he repeat- 
ed his joy that the show-cause order 
had been withdrawn and the agree- 
ment had been a family affair. 

Now Stephan Hero hopes his chil- 
dren will have the “solid emotional 
environment” that Henry M. Grant, 
executive director of the Family Re- 
lations Center of San Francisco has 
declared is “the one thing children 
need above everything else.” 

“When a home breaks up,” the 
expert continues, “it Is better for a 
child to remain with one member of 
the family than to be bandied back 
and forth until he is no longer certain 
of ‘belonging’ anywhere.” 

Much bitterness in the lives of 
growing children who have become 
pawns of disagreeing parents or rela- 
tives can be spared, Justice Cortland 
Johnson believes, if judges always 
consider the “human equation,”

MOST important case of man's 
misfortunes — accidents, ail- 
ments, fatigue, unhappiness, 

severe pain and other troubles — is 
a hidden, unconscious drive in his 
‘own mind. 

Without knowing it, he punishes 
himself in small and big ways, all 
the time. When this secret, uncon- 
scious force becomes clearly known 
to him, his troubles cease, often most 
dramatically. 

This is the substance of a number 
of discoveries which psychiatrists 
have made, as was brought to light 
at a recent meeting of 
the American Psychi- 
atric Association in 
New York. 

Psychiatric studies, 


especially of mentally 
disordered and neurotic 


shown that a great deal 
of socalled “reckless- 
ness,” ending in injury 
or @eath, is a veiled, un- 


which one gambles 
with death. According 
to the rules, he inserted 
a Single cartridge in a 
revolver and fired at 
himself. There was one 
chamce in six that the 
was in firing po- 
It was. Swan- 
son's behavior suggests 
that death was courted, 
with a hidden purpose, 
under the guise of a 
daredevilish play. 

Dr. Karl Menninger, 
in his book, “Man 
Against Himself,” pub- 
lished by Harcourt, 
Brace and Company, 
New York, cites a 
strange case to illus- 
trate the unconscious 
motive of self-punish- 
ment in accidents. 

In a quarrel with her husband, a 
woman said: “I wish you'd go out 
and have an accident.” 


With no conscious intention of 
obliging her, he carelessly walked in 
front of an automobile and actually 
did lose part of one foot. 

After his recovery, 
shocked him by saying: : 

“I wish you'd lose the other foot.” 

Sure enough, a few days later he 


the wife 


was run over again and lost his other. 


foot. Terrified by the thought of 
what her next Wish might be, he sued 
her for divorce. 

Dr. Menninger points out that 
while the husband’s conscience, his 
moral sense, wouldn't allow him to 
mutilate or kill himself, it offered no 
resistance to “accidents.”’ 

Thus, because of what seemed to 
be an intolerable domestic situation, 
he sought to find escape by wuncon- 
sciously making a martyr out of him- 
self, 

Among 1,600 patients with frac- 
tures of arms and legs, at the Presby- 
terian Hospital, Columbia Medical 
Center, New York, many were found 
to have marked “proneness to acci- 
dents,”’ that is, each of them suffered 
accidents repeatedly, in some cases 
20 or more times. 

Severely painful and crippling ac- 
cidents happened to these gluttons for 
punishment not only while crossing 
the streets (day dreaming or other- 
wise ignoring the traffic rules) and 
in industria) work or playing games, 
but even in the supposed safety of 
the home, office or classroom envi- 
ronments. 

One girl broke her leg playing 
football, when her mind was troubled 
by the thought that her mother, who 
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had married a second time, would 


send her away from ‘home. She said 
to the doctors, “Now my mother 
can’t send me away.” 

The psychiatrist understood what 
she herself didn’t, that her accident 
was unconsciously intentional. She 
had become a martyr, able to tri- 
umph over her mother. 

Dr. Menninger had a woman pa- 
tient who had been chronically sick 
for 16 years. Her digestion and 
glandular functions’ were out of 
order. Repeated operations failed to 
relieve her of her numereus pains. 
She was a heavy burden to her dot- 
ing mother and brothers. The psy- 
chiatrist, suspecting that her sickness 
was .unconsciously purposeful, ex- 
plored her mind. 

He discovered that she had hated 
her mother and brothers, pretending 
even to herself that she “loved them.” 
Mer illness had caused unhappiness 
to herself, but also to these relatives. 
When he had made her understand 
the basic cause of her troubles, she 
felt a tgremendous relief. She was 
cured of ailments. 

In 1946, in this country alone, 100,- 
000 persons were killed in accidents, 
in most of which carelessness played 
the decisive part. 

In the light of psychiatric re 
searches most of this so-called care-

lessness, leading to accidents, turns 
out to be disguised, unconscious de 
structiveness, or self-punishment. 

Consider the case of a schoo] boy 
who is pretending to be very cour- 
teous toward his teacher. but in his 
heart wants to see the teacher pun 
ished. He's going to develop a guilty 
conscience, and under such an emo. 
tion he might hurt himself-—self-pun- 
ishment just because of wishing the 
teacher ill luck. 

Or, the boy might identify him- 
self, temporarily, with his teacher, 
and getting hurt would then mean 
that he has hurt the teacher. 

He might be the sort of boy who, 
in early childhood, was punished by 
the mother or father he loved so 
well, and thus has come to associ. 


ate punishment with unconscious 
pleasure (getting punished by mother 
had pleasurable rewards). 
Whatever the tortuous ways in 
which the unconscious mind works 
in a particular case, the broad prin- 
ciple of modern psychiatry is that 
self-punishment is a common, hidden 
thing—-the reet of which is selfish- 
ness, aggressiveness, wrong assoecia- 
tion of love and pain or hatred and, 
to some degree, pleasure. .

When the sisters busied 
themselves with farm chores, their 
amazing tresses were caught up in 
great braids. 

If it was let down for washing or 
brushing, it literally trailed on the 
ground behind them in rippling, shin- 
ing trains. 

It was a breath-taking example of 
Nature's lavishness concentrated in a 
single family. Naomi could wrap 
herself in her hair like the most 
discreet Godiva—-it.made a massive 
cloak.

The Seven Sutherland Sis- 
ters sallied forth. 

Broadway gaped and so did Main 
street. When these sisters, one after 
the other, trailed across the gas-lit 
stage and swung about to shake out 
the billowing hair, there was a con- 
certed gasp. To enlarge the act, they 
learned to play musical instruments 
and sing. 

Money was already rolling in from 
personal appearances when a truly 
magnificent idea was hit upon. Why 
not a hair tonic named after and 
recommended by the Seven Suther- 
land Sisters? 

Practically every ~voman who had 
ever seen them wanted hair like that. 
(The bob hadn't been thought of.) 
It should have a brisk sale. 

It did. A company was formed 
and the business prospered at once, 
netting $90,000 the first yea: So 
great was the demand for the “mir- 
acle tonic” that within a few years 
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their earnings had the Sl1.- 
000,000 mark. 

Throuvhout the 1: the sisters 
continued to make wieir personal ap- 
pearances, and gather a golden har- 
vest. Despite their stage appear- 
ances, they appeared to be quite shy, 
remaining aloof from other perform- 
ers and sufficient unto themselves. 

In 1893 they built a tremendous 
home near the spot where their log 
cabin once stood. It was in the ro 
coco style of the period with turrets, 
ornamented verandas and every 
florid touch*money could buy. 

Another $30,000 was spent for a 
vast mausoleum on the family burial 
plot in Glenwood cemetery. 

Then suddenly the sun which had 
smiled so warmly upon the seven 
sisters began to set. 

Oniy ..1o0mi and [sabella had mar- 
ried and brought their husbands to 
the great house. Naomi died in L895, 
and in due time was laid to rest in 
the mauso'!eum. Next to go was I[sa- 
bella’s husband, a Irench nobleman 
named Frederick Castlemaine. 

Castlemaine famous pistol 
shot who reputedly on the Suth- 
erland verand:s one day and shot the 
spokes from the wheel of a farmer's 
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buggy which had stopped on the road. 

He turned the gun on himself in 
and died almost instantly. 

Castlemaine’s suicide provoked a 
real exhibition of eccentricity in the 
surviving sisters.

It stayed in the house for ten 
days, until authorities demanded that 
it be removed. For vears afterward, 
until her death in 1914, Isabella was

Authorities encountered = similar 
trouble in 1919 when Sarah died. 
They were forced to insist upon in- 
terment. 

Even the passing of dogs and 
other pets moved the sisters deeply. 
The death of a favorite dog called 
for a regular funeral with a casket, 
flowers, and crepe on the door. ‘The 
undertaker’s bill was S00. 

Extravagances and charities had 
swallowed vast sums ofthair tonic 
money when the glittering stream 
dropped to a trickle. 

Victoria also died in 
little left of her shares in 
pany.

HE way Hunt Hartford looks at ii, if a fellow likes 

tennis and squash, likes swimming and Sailing, likes 

to dabble occasionally in business and likes to gyrite, 
he can keep himself tolerably busy even if he doesn’t have 
to earn a living. 

Hunt has no need to worry about money. He has an 
income of a million a year. His grandfather, George 
Huntington Hartford, started a tea store in Vesey Street 
in New York (almost next door to The American Weekly’s 
new home) in 1859, and it grew into the Great Atlantic and 
Pacific Tea Company, or A. & P., which has 7,500 stores 
and 100,000 employes. Hunt’s full name is George Hunt- 
ington Hartford II. 

He was working on a novel before he was commis- 
sioned in the Navy early in 1942. When he came back 
four years later, after a creditable contribution to victory, 
he ran across a poem by John Ruskin, the last stanza of 
which was: 


For Ave, the time of wrath is past, 
, and near the time of rest, 

And honor binds the brow of man, 
acd faithfulness his breast; 
Behold, the time of wrath is past, 
and righteousness shall be, 
And the Wolf is dead in Arcady 

and the Dragon in the sea. 


He had been thinking that he ought to write a book 
based on his experiences in the Pacific, so he put the un- 
finished one away in a trunk or a tea canister or some- 
thing and started a new novel to be entitled “The Dragon 
in the Sea.” 

It won't be biographical because, St. George-like though 
his war career might have been, he is_quick to admit that 
he had a very infinitesimal! part in slaying the dragon. 

About the only biographical piece that Hunt ever wrote 
was one for a national magazine concerning his experi- 
ences on a square-rigger he had converted into a yacht. 
in it he had several sly digs not only at himself but also 
at his mother, such as: 

“Mother came down to see us off; she was looking 
slightly younger than myself, and the only claim she had 
to her eyelashes was the fact that she had paid for them. 
She did not bother much with me, but went and confided 
to the captain (as he later reported) that I was to have 
a special milk shipped by plane and that I was to have it 
every morning for breakfast instead of coffee, which 
might keep me ayake all day. Then she gave me a big 
kiss, gave nine sailors a glance which incapacitated them 
for 18 hours and left.” 


HAT was in 1937, when Hunt, who is a lean, bronzed, 

radiant 36 now, was ten years younger, but still a 
sizable lad who had been married almost six Years. 

Mama, who was Henrietta Guerard of Charleston, S. C., 
before she married the late Edward V. Hartford, has al- 
ways concerned herself about Hunt. 

In 1931, when he was attending Harvard, his mother 
was sued for $100,000 by a Boston girl who claimed she 
hed been hired to be a big sister to Huntington and keep 
him out of the hands of scheming chorus girls. The suit” 
was settled out of court for $10,000, but Hunt’s guardian 
angel must have done a pretty fair job because about that 
time he became the secret bridegroom of Mary Lec Ep- 
pling, daughter of a noted West Virginia surgeon, who 
was attending school in Boston. 

Mary Lee was as smart as she was pretty, but a mil- 
lion a year was too big a hurdle to happiness. When they 
were divorced in 1939, she succeeded Joan Crawford as the 
wife of Douglas Fairbanks, Jr. 

After Hunt graduated from Harvard in 1934, the obvi- 
ous thing for him to do was to go into the A. & P. His 
grandfather had founded a merchandising gold mine, his 
two uncles had built it into the biggest and most efficient 
food distribution system in the world, his father was the 
founder of the automobile accessory business and had 
lived (until 1922) to see the Hartford friction-type shock 
absorber become stock equipment on most American auto- 
mobiles. Business genius seemed to run in the family. 

Grandpa had three sons and two daughters, each of 
whom (or their heirs) equally divide the huge A. & P. 
annual melon. Son George became the pursestrings of 
the corporation and is now board chairman. John became 
the sparkplug, conceived the idea of the “econgmy store,” 
established 7,500 of them in 900 days all over the Fast, 
and is now president. Ed and the two sisters had let 
George and John brew the golden tea, but now Ed’s boy 
was ready for induction into the mysteries of bringing in 
some $20,000,000 a year to the family trust. 

If Hunt had started at the top, as his name might war- 
rant, or at the bottom, as his uncles had, he might have 
rotten somewhere. Instead, he was put in the middle,:in 
the statistical department, and the figures of ledgers were 
not the ones he was interested in. He quit in a year. 

He had always been fond of the works of Joseph Con- 
rad, the Polish-born writer-sailor, and one day, at Tebo 
Basin in Brooklyn, he saw a ship with that name. It was 
110 feet long, the smallest frigate-rigged ship in the world. 
It had been a training ship for the Danish Navy and had 
been about to be scrapped when Alan Villiers, also a 
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writer-sailor, bought it and renamed it in 1934, shipped a 
crew of adventuresome. youths, sailed it around the world 
and wrote a book about the voyage. 

Hiunt looked at it and dreamed, 

“How grand it would be, I dreamed (he wrote), to bowl 
over the seas in the wake of such swaggering adventurers 


as Morgan and Red Legs, Blackbeard and Dampier; to ride 

my horse on deck, drink a health in gunpowder and salt 

water; to line up all my enemies and make them walk the 

plank; to maroon whichever of my crew I found obnoxious 

to me; to capture many an iron-studded casket full of 
bicons and moidores and pieces of eight...” 


S| » OF course, he bought it. But after Hunt’s high-priced 

ship’s architects had finished wiih the Joseph Conrad, 
iis resemblance of a vehicle for sailovmen was strictly ex- 
te-nal. The oil lamps had been replaced by electric lights, 
a heating and a cooling system disposed of the weather, a 
heavy-duty Diesel engine ($8,100) disposed of the wind, 
and there were five—-count ’em—five bathrooms. 

About the most exciting voyage the Joseph Conrad had 
after that was a race from Newport, R. IL, to Bermuda, 
ayainst the Seven Seas, a somewhat larger square-rigger 
owned by Walter Grubelman, angther old salt from the 
night clubs. ‘The wager was a dinner and motors were 
strictly barged. 

‘len days out of Newport, after having been becalmed 
most of the way, the Conrad sighted Bermuda harbor, the 
Seven Seas +nd an on-coming storm, all at once. In the 
tumultuous last lap, the Conrad beat, the Seas to the dock 
by half a minute. 

Hunt took a trip to Hollywood and seriously considered 
putting some of his money into the movies, but eventually 
decided that it would require too heavy an investment. 

Instead, he went to work as a reporter on PM, a newly 
founded New York newspaper in which he had a block of 
stock. He took the job rather seriously, since he had en- 
visioned a writing career ever since he contributed such 
articles as “Horae Scholasticae” to the school paper at 
St. Paul’s, his prep school in Concord, N. H. 

liis fellow workers didn’t take Hunt too seriously, how- 
ever, since he was summering at suburban Poundridge that 
year and rode to work in a limousine which had been fitted 
up so he could have an extra nap on his way to the office. 
The other reporters didn’t mind that so much, but when 
Hunt’s chauffeur helped him on with his shoes at the end 
of the journey they couldn’t picture him as a reporter. 

Hunt divides his time now between New York and Hol- 
lywood. In New York he lives in a penthouse atop River 
Ilouse, which not only has a beautiful view of East River 
but also a swimming pool and some tennis courts. Hunt, 
who has been both a squash and tennis champion in his 
day, can be found on the courts almost daily with oppo- 
nents such as Frank Shields and Sidney Wood. 

The Hartford business instinct is constantly bubbling 
up in Hunt, although so far it has produced littie but in- 
digestion. He has two projects on the fire now. One of 
them is a model agency in New York, which he hopes will 
compete with the big agencies. It will be managed by his 
friend, Bill Deering, formerly a talent executive with 
MGM, 


F HE other proposition is in Hollywood, where Hunt, just 

before the war, bought 150 acres on an 1.100-foot ridge 
just above the juncture of LaBrea and Hollywood boule- 
vards, mighty close to the center of the movie colony. 
There is a big house there which used to be owned by the 
laie John McCormack, the singer. 

Hunt hopes to establish a country club on his acres, 
with no golf but plenty of riding, swimming and tennis. 
lle envisioned a low, rambling clubhouse fitting into the 
boeckground, and planned to call the club “The Outpost.” 
hut he commissioned Frank Lloyd Wright to draw the 
pians, and the result was so striking that he decided im- 
mnediately he would have to find a less bucolic name. The 
only thing that’s holding him back now is a zoning law 
which :-frowns on a non-residential use of such environs. 

With his nautical experience to bolster him, Hunt was 
commissioned an ensign in the Navy on Feb. 12, 1942. For 
a while he served as aide to Rear ope “Teeberg’’ Smith 
on the Greenland Patrol, and then he was shipped to the 
onposite thermal extreme, the s®uthwest Pacific. By this 
ttme he was a lieutenant, and he commanded two small 
fc ghters, the.FS 170 and 179, which carried gupplies for 
the Army. The 179 was in Manila soon after the invasion 
and was the first cargo ship through San Bernardino 
Siraits. 

Back at home, plentifully sprinkled with ribbons and 
medals, Hunt was discharged in January, 1946, and soon 
was causing the usual stir among sweet young things. 

One gossip columnist didn’t even wait for him to get 
back, but reported, while he was stiil in the Pacific, that 
(George Huntington Hartford II* had been seen the night 
before at New York’s Stork Club with a slick storkling. 
Mama Hartford was very indignant and wrote a vehement 
letter which failed to produce a retraction. 

The vouns ladies with whom the name of Hartford has 
been linked romantically at various times, correctly and 
incorrectly, may outnumber the cans of beans on any shelf 
in any A. & P., but at the time this was written he was 
interested in only one. 

She is Pegzy Cummins, a demure Irish starlet whom 
he met through his friends, Jeanne Crain and her husband, 
Paul Brinkman. The four of them are frequently together 
in Hollywood and Hunt thinks nothing of flying from New 
York to Los Angeles to spend an evening with her.

HE Woman in Red, wo led John Dillinger 

into a federal trap in Chicago 13 years ago, 

died last Friday in.a quiet town in southwest- 
ern Romania.—News item. 


One sultry evening in July, 1934, a woman in 
a North Side Chicago ,movie theatre casually 
lifted her right hand to her head, 

It was a completely normal gesture. The pic- 
ture had just ended. The lights had gone on. 
Women almost by instinct pat their hair when 
the lights go on and they are again possible 
objects of observation. , 

But this gesture had nothing to do with femi- 
nine vanity. 

This was a signal, 

Here, in the Biograph Theatre on Lincoln Ave., 
an incredible real-life drama had reached its 
climax. Here was a scene which, if portrayed on 
the screen, would have been accompanied by 
background music appropriate to a moment of 
deadly danger and almost unbearable suspense. 

But there was no music now. 

The crowds outside the thedtre heard only 
the usual neighborhood noises of auto horns, 
traffic cops’ whistles, blaring radios, the idle chat- 
ter and shouts and laughter of their fellow hu- 
mans. 

They did not notice the grim-faced, alert-eyed 
men scattered in and about the Biograph. They 
gave no heed to the man in the lobby, the one 
stationed at the curb, the one in the vestibule 
across the street. 

They had no reason to notice that the man 
in the vestibule, gaze fixed upon the man st the 
curb, held an unlig'::°d cigar in his hand 


John ODillinger’s Criminal 
Career Staried in 1924 
Wien He and a (Friend 
Siugged a Grocer, Ended 
10 Years Later When He 
Went to the Movies With 
the Womun In Red. 


All these men were watching the theatre be 
cause inside it, they knew, sat the most danger 
ous man in America, the fabulous John Dillinger, 
Public Enemy No. 1, ruthless killer, master of 
escape, leader of the most murderous band of 
outlaws ever assembled in this country, 

Shirt-sleeved, he sat with two women, one 
young, the other much older. ‘The latter was 
wearing a dress of heavy satin, with long full 
sleeves—an odd costume for such a warm eve- 
ning. Its color was bright red, and it was visible 
from the rear of the house even when the lights 
were dimmed.

While the coatless, straw-hatted desperado 
strolls up the aisle, it is pertinent to ask: 

Who was John Dillinger, and what did he do? 


“Manhattan Melodrama” drew 


It is not so many years since all this hap- 
pened, yet, such is the fleeting nature of criminal 
fame, there are undoubtedly millions of Ameri- 
cans who have only the vaguest notion of the 
man or the events. 

As for the woman in red, recently deceased 
in a Romanian village far removed from bustling 
Lincoln ave., Chicago, practically no one knows 
the true story of:the part she played in the 
drama in which Dillinger starred so violently. 

John Dillinger was born on June 22, 1904, in 
Brightwood, Ind., adjacent to Indianapolis. His 
father, John Sr., ran a small grocery store; he 
had been a hard-working truck driver at the 
time he married Mary E. Lancaster, daughter 
of a blacksmith, in 1887. There was another 
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child, Audrey, 15 years older than John. 
After John’s birth, the mother’s health failed; 
she was never again strong enough to help her 
husband in the store. She died shortly after his 
fourth birthday, and her husband remarried. 


JOHN quit school at 14, held various jobs, 

bought a small roadster. When he began to 
stay away from home\all night, his father, a God- 
fearing Quaker, sold the grocery store and bought 
a 60-acre farm at Mooresville, about 25 miles 
southwest of Indianapolis. 

The boy, now 16, seemed enthusiastic at first, 
but farm work soon palled. More and more he 
began to frequent the poolroom in town. There 
he associated with’ lads his own age or older, 
some of whom gloried in being Dilase and tough. 

In 1923, he met a girl, whose name was never 
made public, and fell desperately in love with 
her. But she belonged to one of the leading 
families of Mooresville, and they very definitely 
did not approve of this pool-shooting farm youth. 
They told him in so many words to! keep away 
from their daughter. 

It was apperently because of this' rebuff that 
John quit home without a word to anyone, jour- 
neyed to Indianapolis and joined the U. S. Navy. 
That was on July 23, 1923. 

He was sent east at once, and socon was on 
the high seas aboard the battleship Utah. 

In the Navy, he proved neither docile nor 
pliable. He could not adjust himself to the strict 
discipline. And the more he was punished, the 
more incorrigible he became. 

Five months after joining, while the ship was 
in Boston harbor, he obtained a leave and deserted. 

Virtually penniless, he made his way back to 
the farm—-and the _ poolroom. 

In the spring of 1924, he plaved a lot of ball 
with the Mooresville team. During a game at 
Martinsdale, 10 miles from Mooresville, his eye 
fell on Beryl] Hovis, pretty 16-year-old high school

student. He met _her 
game—and married her 
weeks later on April 12. 
The newlyweds went to live at 
the Dillinger home. John still 
made no efforts to obtain a job, 
but occasionally he helped his hard- 
working dad. Presently he was 
back in the poolroom, while his 
bride remained at home to weep 
over the realities of a too-sudden 
marriage. 
But if John had been unwise 
to marry prematurely, the next 
major thing he did could only 
be described as the acme of folly. 
It happened on.-the evening of 
Sept. 5, 1924. He and Ed Singie- 
ton, a poolroom pal recently released from the 
State prison, had some drinks, mourned the fact 
that they were both broke, and decided to do 


something about it. 


They found a large iron bolt--an efiective 
bludgeon——and staggered forth. They lay in wait 
behind the Mooresville Christian Church until 
Frank Morgan, prosperous 65-year-old local] grocer 
hove into view. 

They reeled up behind him,-all sense of cau- 
tion dulled by bootleg hooch, and slugged him 
with the iron bolt. Mergan dropped to the 
ground, and they prepared to grab his wallet, 
in which reposed the day’s receipts. 

But neighbors came running. They had to 
flee without getting a cent. 

Grocer Morgan, who was in bed for two days 
with head wounds which required 11 stitches, said 
he had plainly recognized his assailants they 
had been Ed Singleton and Johnny Dillinger. 

Within a few hours, the two were in custody. 

“Are you guilty of this crime?” John, Sr., 
asked his son at the jail. 

The young man nodded. 

“Then you have committed a great sin,” said 
the righteous father. “You must plead guilty as 
a man and pay the penalty.” 

John pleaded guilty to charges of assault and 
battery and attempted robbery. Possibly he ex- 
pected’ leniency because of this plea. He might 
have hoped for a suspended sentence. Instead 

On Sept. 22, Circuit Judge Williams of Morgan 
county sentenced him to the state reformatory 
at Pendleton. It might be said that Judge Wil- 
liams threw the book at him, for he gave him 
two concurrent terms of 10 to 21 years and two 
to 14, in addition to a fine of $100. 

Ed Singleton pleaded not guilty, hired an attor. 
ney, and on Oct. 14, after 20 minutes’ deliberation, 
a jury returned a verdict which ruled that he 
had been guilty of “complicity.” Singleton got 
two to 14 years and served the minimum. 


S IN the Navy, Dillinger gave much trouble at 

Pendleton. He became the comptete antithesis 
of a model prisoner, with the eventual result that 
on July 15, 1929, he w transferred to the 
state prison at Michigan ity. That same year 
his wife divorced him. 

In the state prison, he met four long-termers 
who were to play feature roles in the future 
Dillinger drama: Harry Pierpont, John Hamilton, 
Charles Makley and Russell Clark. He learned 
a lot from them at Michigan City. 

In the spring of 1933, John Dillinger, Sr., drew 
up a petition asking his son’s release on parole. 
He journeyed all over Morgan County gathering 
signatures. He got the signature of the prosecu- 
tor ir® the Grocer Morgan case; he even got 
Grocer Morgan’s signature! 

Result—-on May 22, 1933, yellow slate-eyed 
Johnny was freed on parole by Gov. Paul V. 
McNutt, “upon condition that he remain under 
the jurisdiction of the proper officials of the 
Indiana reformatory.” 

John returned to. the farm at Mooresville. On 
the first Sunday after his release, he walked arm- 
in-arm with his father down the center aisle 
of the little country church, Other members of 
the congregation bowed their heads in thanks. 
giving. A lost lamb had returned to the fold. 

But one day in July he vanished. 

As events soen proved, confinement at Pendle- 
ton and Michigan City had not reformed this 
young man at all. Quite the opposite. 

But one could hardly say that he did not, at 
this juncture, have an immediate aim in life. He 
did. He planned to (1) acquire a lot of money 
fast; (2) purchase a small arsenal of guns and 
ammunition; (3) get this stuff to his friends 
in Michigan City. 

They would know what to do with it. 

So far as is known, his first job, after his 
release, occurred on July 17, 1933, when he en- 
tered a bank at Dalesville, Ind., cowed a woman 
cashier with a tommy gun, and got away with 


$3,500 cash. 

In rapid succession, during the 
next ‘three months, he and various 
associates rified bunks in New 
Carlile, Ind.; Montpelier, Inmd.; Far- 
rell, Pa.; Bluffton, Ohio, and 
Indianapolis. No lives were lost, 
and the loot came to about $100,000. 

The last of this particuiar series 
of robberies came on Sept. 19. 
That was the day he and two com- 
panions stuck up an Indianapolis 
bank and made off with £28,000. 
Three days later he was caught. 
Five detectives. pounced on him 
in a Dayton, Ohio, rooming house. 
They surrounded the place at 
1 a. m., Sept. 22, and grabbed him 

while he was in bed. His effects included five 
funs, ammunition, maps showing escape routes 
{rom various towns, and $2,604 in cash. 

Dillinger was first placed in the jail at Dayton, 
but the authorities decided that place might 
prove vulnerable, so he was transferred to the 
supposedly impregnable jail at Lima. 

Four days after Dillinger’s capture, there was 
quite a bit of excitement at Michigan City. 

Events got under way when Harry Pierpont 
and Russei]l Clark went to the superintendent 
of the prison shirt factory and informed him that 
one of the guards wanted to see him. Not sus- 
pecting any sort of plot, this man accepted the 
message and did as was suggested to him. 


RRIVING in the basement, he was seized by 

eight convicts, all armed. A moment later an 
assistant warden, who happened to walk in, was 
also collared. Then 10 convicts, including Pier- 
pont, Clark, Makley and Hamilton, unhurriedly 
marched through the gates of the prison, using 
their captives as shields. 

Other guards could see nothing suspicious 
about this activity. The factory head and the 
assistant warden were walking naturally, hands 
to their sides, and the convicts had their guns 
concealed in bundles. 

One of the gatemen was Knocked down, and 
another official was beaten when he refused to 
open an arsenal of machine guns for them in 
the administration buijding. They shot and 
wounded a guard who failed to obey orders. | 

Once outside the prison, they divided into 
two groups. One group kidnaped Sheriff Charles 
Nee! and forced him to drive them in his Car. 
The other group stopped a car on the Nighway, 
ejected the driver, and sped away. 

“IT stick to my friends and they stick to me,” 
Dillinger remarked later. 

Sixteen days after the Michigan City break, 
on Oct. 12, three neatly dressed men entered the 
office of Sheriff Jesse L. Sarber in the Allen 
county jail at Lima. 

Sheriff Sarber sat at Ris desk, working over 
some records. His wife, Lucy, and a deputy, 
Thomas L. Sharpe, sat at desks near by. 

The visitors walked toward Sarber and waited 
until he looked up from his work.

“We've come to'take that Dillinger 
guy back to the prison.” 

Sarber scrutinized them. “Let me see your 
credentials,”” he said, as a matter of routine. 

The man who had spoken put his hand in his 
pocket. Then, removing it slowly, he replied: 

“Here are my credentials.” 

Sarber blinked. A revolver was pointed at him. 

A shot rang out, and the sheriff slumped in his 
chair, a bullet through the abdomen. His wife 
and deputy sat transfixed with horror. 

“Take us to the cells!” came the order. 

Menaced by three guns, they had to obey. 
Mrs. Sarber and Sharpe walked ahead, the visit- 
ors followed. As they passed the wounded sheriff, 
one smashed him over the head with the butt 
of his gun. The body slipped to the floor. 

“Quit your stalling!” Sharpé was told when he 
furnbled with the key.

BRUNSWICK STEW 
By ROYAL DANIEL, JR. 


RUNSWICK STEW is as important to a genuine Georgia 
pit barbecue as is the bride to a lovely garden wed- 


ding. 


It is the subject of endless controversies among epicures 


—and farmers; 


some as bitter 


and inconclusive as to 


whether mint should be crushed, bruised, ground or left 


au naturel in the Julep. 

Even the national wran- 
gle, in the Huey Long 
days, as to whether corn 
pone should be dunked or 
crumbled in pot likker, 
pales beside the ramifica- 
tions of Brunswick Stew. 

Twenty years ago, Wal- 
ter Howey, editor and epi- 
cure, telephoned me long 
distance in the early morn- 
ing hours with this one: 

“T expect to be going 
south soon, Where can I 
get real Brunswick Stew?” 

I suggested a certain res- 
taurant, then in business, 


near one ‘of the downtown 


viaducts in Atlanta. 

Some years passed with 
no report from Mr. Howey. 
Finally, one night, in the 
late hours,.came this long 
distance query: 

“I’m in. Atlanta. Lost 
that Brunswick Stew ad- 
dress.” 

Mr. Howéy got the stew. 
He liked it. 

Recently he heard I was 
off to Georgia on vacation. 
“Bring back the Brunswick 
Stew reci for The Ameri- 
can Weekly,” he ordered. 

We returned with as 
many recipes for Georgia 
Barbecue and Brunswick 
Stew as there are counties 
in Georgia. 


Most of these begin with 
“take one 50-pound pig.” 
The pig is barbecued ac- 
cording to directions. His 
head, feet, liver and heart 
are used as the basis for 
“old-fashioned Brunswick 
Stew.” These are put into 
an iron wash pot and boiled 
until the meat falls from 
the bones. Vegetables and 
seasonings are added and 
the stew is cooked slowly 
for several hours. Along 
the coast one or two wild 
marsh hens are added -to 
the original pot. Upstate 
the old Barbecue men use 
rabbit—one or two. This 
gives the stew a distinctive 
“gamy’ taste. 

We appealed to Aunt 
Sara in Griffin, Georgia, 
for an alternate recipe to 
be used in case a 50-pound 
pig or a wild marsh hen 
were not available. She 
gave us the following “citi- 
fied” recipe which she has 
served with flattering suc- 
cess to almost any number 
of kith and kin on countless 
Sunday nights. She allows 
as to how it will serve 14 
comfortably. 


BRUNSWICK STEW 


2% Ibs. fresh lean pork 
2 ibs. lean veal (or

Cook the pork, veal (or 
rabbit) and chicken to- 
gether in a large kettle 
until so tender that the 
meat falls from the bones. 
Remove all the skin and 
bones from the meat and 


chicken and replace in the . 


skimmed liquid. Be sure 
that no little pieces of bone 
are left. 

Add all vegetables and 
seasonings, except corn, 
beans and butter, and cook 
slowly for 1% hours. Stir 
frequently and be sure the 
stew does not stick or 
scorch as scorching ruins 
the flavor. 

Then, add corn, beans and 
cracker crumbs and simmer 
45 minutes. Add butter. 
Stir until butter disappears. 
Serve hot with slices of 
bread. The stew should be 
thick enough to eat with 
the fork. 


AUTION. Taste as you fo 

along and add season- 
ings slowly until the stew 
suits you. Georgians like 
their stew hot enough to 
sizzle the roof of your 
mouth and while Aunt 
Sara’s recipe is not too tor- 
rid it may be a little hotter 
than you like it. 

Make just enough. It’s 
not easy “to keep it over,” 
nor satisfactory to “warm 
it up.” 

For a real pit barbecue, 
the formula for the fire is 
regarded as almost as im- 
portant as the cooking. So 
much hickory, so much oak, 
the percentage of pine and 
other wood is significant. 
Usually the fire is started 
18 hours before the repast 
is to be served. 

The stew recipe is factu- 
ally reported, but guaran- 
teed only to start a vidlent 
controversy. There _ are 
many schools of uncompro- 
mising thought on the sub- 
ject.
